"...software code executable by at least one processor to receive said raw audit 
data and generate output comprising at least a portion of said raw audit data in a 
desired format defined by a template", as best illustrated by Figure 4 and supported by 
Appellant's arguments in his Brief dated 11/28/05 on page 9, 5*^ paragraph and in such 
a manner as recited in each of independent claims 1,14, 26, 37 and 54.
